Draft Calls Due 
To Get Heavier 
WASHINGTON UP - The 
draft 
outlook is for a steep increase in 
calls in the latter part of 1954, per­ 
haps to as many as 50,000 to 60,- 
000 men a month. 
Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, di­ 
rector of Selective Service, says he 
* Expects “ material increases” after 
the new fiscal year begins July I, 
“ perhaps as high as 50.000 to 60.- 
000 a month.” He said the present 
quota of about 23,000 a month would 
probably be maintained until the 
end of this fiscal year. Hershey 
said the num ber of men completing 
two-year tours of duty would cre­ 
ate a big need since “ you wear out 
millions pretty fast when you rotate 
every two years.”

Competitive Industry 
Investment Viewed 
Dimly By Humphrey 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK UP, — Use of U.S. 
taxpayers’ dollars to build up for­ 
eign Industries in competition with 
American ones will draw a hard 
look from now on. 
Treasury 
Secretary 
Humphrey: 
says, for one thing, ifs better for 
everyone if the United States is 
kept prosperous, rather than drain­ 
ing the taxpayers to aid foreign 
competitors. 
And, for another, private capi-1 
tai should go into such enterpris­ 
es, not money provided by the U.S. 
government. 
The Treasury chief stresses that 
this country will continue to be 
concerned with the financial health 
of its foreign friends. But he puts 
first the “ pursuit of a sound and 
honest dollar” here at home and 
a slash in the nation’s tax scale, 
which is now “too high.” 
He thus opens up a subject that 
some American businessmen have 
been beefing about increasingly. 
They contend that U.S. dollar aid 
has been used by some nations to 
take away trade from American 
exporters, and to build up plants 
abroad that compete directly in the 
American or world markets. 
Some of the American money1 
they mention came directly from J 
the U.S. Treasury in the form of 
aids and some was lent by finan­ 
cial agencies, such as the Export-j 
Import Bank, that We owned and 
operated by this country. 
The aim of lending or granting 
the money was to help other lands 
develop their resources, stand on 
their own financial feet, and be­ 
come strong and healthy allies in 
the event of war. 
Businessmen critics here haven’t 
quarreled 
with that 
aim. 
They 
simply contend that some of the 
money—U.S. taxpayers’ money— 
went to building up competition for 
them. 
In stressing the place of private 
investment in the foreign field, 
Secretary Humphrey brings up an­ 
other question that has been wide­ 
ly discussed by businessmen here. 
Other lands and our own govern­ 
ment have urged Americans to in­ 
vest more money abroad and thus 
> helpi foreign nations solve their fi­ 
nancial problems. 
A great deal of American pri­ 
vate capital has flown to other 
countries in such investments since 
the war. Around 15 billion dollars 
is estimated to have been invest­ 
ed abroad since 1943, when such 
investments totalled a little more 
than seven billion dollars. Most of 
the postwar investment has been 
in the Western Hemisphere, as 
American firms built plants and 
developed natural resources. Large 
sums have been invested in Ca­ 
nadian enterprises, for example. 
But businessmen have pointed 
out that the climate for investment 
is healthy in Canada. And they 
say it isn’t in many of the other 
lands that have been clamoring for 
the Yankee dollar. 
Private investment abroad would 
be much larger, businessmen say, 
if other lands would end their curbs 
on taking earnings out in dollars.

The film industry unveiled one 
of its newest processes—Cinema­ 
scope—in a 
star-studded world 
premiere of “The Robe.” 
It was as glamorous as the open­ 
ing of the 
Metropolitan 
Opera 
season, and added several more 
million candlepower of glitter to 
the Great White Way. It was a 
black tie and mink jacket event, 
and the diamonds on the lady 
guests were outshone only by gi­ 
ant 
searchlights 
stabbing 
a 
cloudy Manhattan sky. 
The 6,500 invited guests, who 
had to push their way through 
some 6,000 uninvited spectators 
eluded Mayor Vincent Impellit- 
teri, Gen. James Van Fleet, and 
a local restaurant owner called 
Toots Shor. 
Also invited were churchmen, 
entertainment celebrities such as 
Milton Berle (and him in tele­ 
vision!) and Shirley Booth and 
Mary Martin. So were a few scat­ 
tered millionaires such as Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt. And diplo­ 
mats such as Sir Percy Spender,

try ’s best answer to television. 
Some scores of serious - faced 
gentlemen in tuxes 
also were 
passed over by 
the 
autograph 
fans. These were the bankers re­ 
ported to have raised between 75 
and IOO million dollars to finance 
Cinemascope on a national scale. 
What is Cinemascope? 
Well, 
the 
traditional 
movie 
screen is roughly the shape of 
a newspaper page. The screen for 
the debut of Cinemascope is wid­ 
er and curved as if you opened 
a newspaper in the middle and 
looked at a picture spread across 
both pages. The curved screen 
and special wide-angle lenses in­ 
vented by the French professor 
arc supposed to give the illusion 
of depth. 
“The Robe,” based on Lloyd 
Douglas’ best-selling novel, is a 
Biblical drama of the conversion 
of the Roman officer in charge of 
the crucification of Christ. It was 
filmed in technicolor and it cost 
$4iii million. 
Many in the audience appeared 
uncertain whether the debut of 
Cinemascope 
proved 
anything. 
They appeared more stunned by 
the sound effects, the 
brilliant 
color, and the vast images on the 
huge screen than they were mov­ 
ed emotionally by the scenes por­ 
trayed.

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CHESS PRODIGY ABROAD 
FOR THE FIRST TIME since 1948, the 
United States has a chance to bring home 
the world s chess championship, In 
1948, 
after the death of Alexander Alekine had 
left the title vacant, American champion 
Samuel Reshevsky w as one of five players 
in a tournament to select the new cham ­ 
pion. He finished third. W inner was Mich­ 
ael Botvinnik of Russia, the present cham ­ 
pion. 
Reshevsky has improved since then. In 
1948 he was an amate'ur, supporting his 
family as an accountant and playing chess 
in his spare time. T o d a y he is a profe- 
sional, giving all his time to chess activi­ 
ties. He has recently played two matches 
with Miguel Nadjorf of Argentina, another 
leading world contender, winning handily 
both times. 
The world chess championship is a fairly 
new title for so old a game. It has been held 
only by Sfeinitz, E m m anuel Lasker Capa- 
blanca, Euwe, Alekine and Botvinnik. No 
American has ever held it, though t h e 
pride of Cuba, Jose Raoul Capablanca, liv­ 
ed in the United States when he held the 
title. Reshevsky. who was born in Poland 
and came to the U. S. as a “boy wonder” 
at the age of 8, has a chance to be the first 
American citizen to win ti. 
Championship contests have been great­ 
ly improved since Alekine’s d e a t h . In 
chess, as in boxing, it formerly was pos­ 
sible for a failing champion to hang on for 
years by refusing to risk his title against 
dangerous opponents. Nowadays a biennial 
challengers’ tournament is held, and the 
winner gets a match with the champion. 
Two years ago, Botvinnik barely salvaged 
his title by drawing a 24-game match with 
David Bronstein, another Russian, 12-12, af­ 
ter trailing near the finish. This time he 
m ay be dethroned. 


MOST WORKERS EVER 
EMPLOYMENT LAST MONTH in the 
United States reached an all-time peak of 
63.4 million, the Department of Commerce 
reports. There were 308.000 more people at 
work in August than in July. That is all the 
more remarkable because of the seasonal 
slump in farm employment of 350,000 under 
the July total and 650,000 under the figures 
for June. 
But a proper understanding of this huge 
employment can be had only with refer­ 
ence to the number of unemployed in Au­ 
gust, which the department says was a 
postwar low of 1.24 mill ion. That is to say 
with a labor force of approximately 65 mil­ 
lion, only 1.9 per cent are unemployed. The 
August rise in factory, retail and service 
employment reversed a trend that, since 
May, had been the cause of some concern. 
This was the failure of nonlarm employ- 


The London “Sunday Chronicle"’ asked 
the question in big, bold type: “ J u st Who

And sr I turn to a book, published#Jast 
month in London, entitled, “The Scarlet 
Thread— ‘Adventures in Wartime Espion­ 
age’ ” —by Donald Downes. Who is Donald 
Downes? 
The alliterative nam e made me wonder 
whether it might not be a pseudonym, but 
no! There is actually such a person. He 
was born in Catonsville, Maryland on Sep­ 
tember 30, 1903. He graduated from Yale in 
1926, having majored in history and anthro­ 
pology. It is reported that he also studied 
at Oxford, Columbia and Munich. 
Then he settled in New York where he 
did publicity and sold life insurance. Then 
he taught school. At the beginning of World 
War II, he was Secretary of Radio of the 
Free World Association in New York. 
It has often been said that a rolling stone 
gathers no moss, but that is not true of Don­ 
ald Downes, who landed in the OSS, an es­ 
pionage organization headed by General 
“ Wild Bill" Donovan, now our am bassador 
to Thailand. Since the war, Downes has set­ 
tled in Italy. 
Bella Dodd, who once was an important 
Communist leader and has since turned 
and 
witnesses against her form er col­ 
leagues in expiation of past treachery, or­ 
ganized, in 1946, “ The American Society 
for Cultural Relations with Italy” (Ascri). 
The nam e of Donald Downes appears on 
the stationery of Ascri as correspondent for 
“The Nation.” 
Thus far, it has not come to my attention 
that any American edition of this book is 
being announced. Perhaps the extra-ordi­ 
nary flop of Lord Jow itt’s book has made 
American publishers cautious. The book is 
difficult to read, but the first fact t h a t 
caught my eye was this: 
“ Donald C. Downes, the holder of this 
pass, whose photo and signature are here­ 
upon, has the right to circulate at all times 
in all territories occupied by this A rm y as 
he is on special mission for G2, HQ 5th 
Army. Do not question either the holder of 
this pass or persons for whom he vouches. 
Sept. I, 1943 
Howard, Colonel, USA 
G2 - 5th Army.” 
It appears from the book that Downes or­ 
ganized a one-man OSS prior to the war 
and moved about the world mobilizing all 
sorts of queer forces against Hitler. Then 
he joined the British intelligence in t h e 
United States. 
On page 60, Downes recounts a conversa­ 
tion with a British intelligence agent whom 
he calls “ Mr. Howard” (not the colonel):

THE ru p tu re or dislocation of 
th e “shock absorbers” of 
the 
spine, th e in trav erteb ral discs, 
causes m ost of the cases of sc ia t­ 
ica. T he dam age to th e disc can 
occur a t a tim e long preceding the 
sym ptom s, 
but 
is 
nonetheless 
th e guilty factor. 
B etw een th e bones of th e spine 
in th e low back are jelly-like 
substances, th e discs. Due to in ­ 
jury, excess w eight, or th e p res­ 
ence of w eakness a t birth, th e lig­ 
am ents an d tissues th a t hold th is 
jelly-like substance betw een th e 
vertebrae w eaken and th e disc 
pushes itself out. T his causes 
pressure on th e nerves th a t pass 
th ro u g h th e spinal canal, and 
th u s produces the p ain fu l and 
often disabling sym ptom s. 
Back Pain 
T he chief com plaint is p ro ­ 
longed low back pain w hich tra v ­ 
els dow n th e back of one of th e 
legs, som etim es reaching th e heel. 
The p ain is usually worse on I 
coughing, sneezing, or m ovem ent 
of th e bowels. T here m ay be 
num bness in areas of th e foot or 
legs due to th e pressure on certain 
nerves. It is m ost often seen in 
people em ployed in heavy work, < 
betw een th e ages of th irty and 
fo rty-nine. 
X -ray s m ay show a narrow ing 
of th e spine betw een th e v ertebrae 
w here th e disc is present. These 
X -rays m ay have to be ta k e n in 
num erous positions for a n exact 


diagnosis to be m ade. Som etim es, 
special X -rays, in which a dye­ 
like substance is injected into th e 
spinal canal, are taken in order 
to prove th e presence of th e o f-, 
fending disc. 


Usual T reatm ent 
The disease is usually helped 
by rest on a bed in which a board 
is placed betw een the m attress 
and th e spring. Supporting cor­ 
sets, and th e use of drugs to p re­ 
vent spasm of th e m uscle of th e 
back are also beneficial. Som e­ 
tim es th e m uscles m ust be forci­ 
bly relaxed by p u ttin g the person 
into tra c tio n w ith his leg pulled 
by w eights. 
In some cases, surgery is re ­ 
sorted to, w hen there is no re ­ 
sponse to m edical treatm en t, a l­ 
though th e results from surgery 
have n o t been too prom ising. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. S. S.: W hat causes chapped 
lips, and is th ere any cure for it? 
Answer: C happed lips are u s­ 
ually seen in nervous people who 
m oisten and bite th eir lips ex­ 
cessively, and then expose th e 
lips to cold winds. 
Chapping occurs w ith dribbling 
saliva, constipation, and actu al 
inflam m ation of the lips. A lack 
of Vitamin B», or riboflavin, m ay 
be a contributing cause. 
C happing of th e lips generally 
yields to som e sim ple o in tm en t, 
such as cold cream , unless a sec­ 
ondary infection has occurred.

Jug' Race Is Dreamchild 
Of 2 Small Town Livewires

D E LA W A R E — The world’s No. 
I pacing classic, the Little Brown 
Jug, is staged here annually be­ 
cause the town’s 
livewires, 
At­ 
torney Joe Neville and Publisher 
Hank Thomson, got their heads to­ 
gether one summer evening in 1940 
and concluded that the harness rac­ 
ing sport could stand a good shot 
in the arm in the form of a new 
and super-ultra 
pacing race 
for 
three-year-olds. 
Prior to this conversation, which 
led to the establishment of the now 
famed Jug, pacers 
had few top 
stake engagements in front of them j 
after winding up their two-year- 
old campaigns. 
The Jug was a huge success from 
the start. It made its debut in 1946 
v after two previews. Nine of the na- 
t tion’s best colt sidewheelers par­ 
aded to the post to the 
tune 
of 


A “ Little Brown Jug 
How 
I 
Love 
‘O Thee” that year. And if Neville and 
Thomson had attempted to 
blue­ 
print the way the race went they 
couldn’t have done better. 
The favorite, 
Ensign Hanover, 
owned by Castleton Farm of Le- 
ington, Ky., and driven in this race 
by Curly Smart, emerged the win­ 
ner but 
not until 
four 
grueling 
miles had been contested over the 
Delaware half-mile track. 
^ Gene Cray’s Royal 
Chief 
cap­ 
t u r e d the first heat in 2.02.3 time, 
which wasn’t surpassed until 1950 
when Dudley Hanover toured the 
Jug route in 2.02.3. Ensign Hanover 
lived up to his press notices in the 
second stanza and romped home in 
front in 2.03.1. But the third heat 
saw' the outsider, His Lady, come 
sailing home in front in 2.05.1. This 
called for a fourth heat which the 
home towner, Curly Smart, captur­ 
e d with Ensign to take the lion’s 
•share of the $35,358.65 purse. 
Race lime in 1947 saw the Ju g ’s 
value jump to $38,200. The winner 
was Octave Blake’s Forbes Chief, 
a full brother to Royal Chief, win­ 
ner of the first heat of the first 
jug. 
The Little Brown Jug took an al­ 
most unthought-of jump in value in 
1948, the purse rising to $47,528.58. 
This was another two-heat affair 
, 
ith the world s champion Knight 
Dream wiggling to victory over a 
track that was slowed by rains. 


The net Jug jumped far more in 
value than the earliest 
hopes 
of 
Neville and Thomson. When they 
first thought of the race they aim­ 
ed at a $50,000 purse. The 1949 Jug 
version amounted .to $58,281.30 and 
a field of 16 championship calibre 
three-year-olds went to the post. 
Again the Jug was won by the 
favorite but when the 
race was 
over a total of IO colts wound up 
with money for their efforts. The 
winner was Good Time, owned by 
William H. Cane of Gosmen, N. Y., 
and driven by Frank Ervin. 
The boys from Delaware did it 
again in 1950. They came up with 
a dream race that long will be talk­ 
ed about. Eleven fleet three-year- 
olds faced the starter in quest of 
the bulk of the 
$56,525.47 
purse. 
This was one of those wide open 
affairs, with the pre-race favorite, 
Quilla hanover, never being able 
to win a heat. 
In the opening mile, Thomas Hat, 
an outsider, had enough leg through 
the homestretch to withstand the 
bids of the other great youngsters 
and he won in 2.03.3. 
The second canto saw' Chief Long 
set a wicked pace to the half, 
reaching that station in .59.3. But 
in the battle through the home lane 
it was another blanket finish, with 
Dudley Hanover winging on 
the 
outside to victory. This mile was in 
2.02.3, a new Jug record. The third 
heat was almost a carbon copy of 
the second, with Dudley again com­ 
ing from behind to capture first 
money. This mile was in 2.03.2. 
Track and world’s records took a 
thumping in the 1951 Jug before 
one of the greatest throngs ever to 
attend a harness racing. The win­ 
ter book favorite, Tar Heel, fash­ 
ioned a straight heat victory, tour­ 
ing the famed half-mile track the 
first heat in 2.01, lopping one-fourth 
of a second off the old world’s rec­ 
ord set in 1932 by Mc I Win. He re­ 
turned the second heat to carve 
himself a sizeable niche in harness 
racing’s Hall of Fame oy touring 
the mile in 2.00. 
The 1951 Jug purse again set a

Winning the second and 
third heats and the race was winter 
book choice, Meadow- Rice, owned 
by W. G. Reynolds, Louisville, Ky., 
Curly Smart was the driver and 
thus he joined Del Cameron as the 
only drivers of two Jug winners. 
The three heats of the 1952 Jug 
were covered in 2.02.1, 2.01.3 and 
2.02.3, good for the world’s record 
for 3 heats divided by 3-year-old 
pacers on a half-mile track. 
The 1953 Jug, which will be con­ 
tested Thursday afternoon, Sept. 
24, stacks up as another thriller. It 
I should have a value of approxi­ 
mately $60,000.
